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CROP BENERITTED 


That “what is one man’s meat 
is another man’s poison’ applies 
equally to hot weather and its- ef- 
fect on various county crops is 
borne out by the announcement 
from George E. Woodhams, coun- 
‘ty agricultural commissioner, that 
hot weather during the past month 
has caused some fruit and plant 
injury and at the same time has 
been beneficial to other crops. 

Navel and Valencia fruits are 
dropping quite severely, and there 
is some drop in young grapefruit, 
“Mr. Woodham’s report shows. The 
remaining fruit, he indicates, may 
gain sufficient size to offset the 
loss in quantity of fruit. 

On the other hand, reports from 
district inspectors indicate that a 
good crop of grapes is in pros- 
pect. Inspection reveals that 
there is very little digease evident 
in vineyard areas, due to the hot 
weather, 

Expectation for citrus crops 
now is: Navel oranges, 75 per 
cent; Valencia oranges, 70 per 
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table and raisin, is 80 per cent. } 

Cling peach set and fruit 
velopment looks very good, with 
promise of a 100 per cent crop, | 
while freestones, though the qual- 


will be a little below normal, with 
about a 90 per cent crop. Esti- 
mate of the walnut crop has been 
reduced slightly, due to likelihood 
of sunburn from recent hot weath- 
er. 

Only crop showing an overhead 
in production is the potato crop, 
which is reported to be very heavy 
with a production of 160 per cent, 
60 per cent above normal. In ad- 
dition to a less than normal plant- 
ing of white potatoes, there is a 
large acreage of sweet potatoes to 
assist in furnishing food for civil- 
jans and the military.

and other war activities needing steel are being drastically 
curtailed because of a shortage of steel. 

A direct challenge is presented in this situation. But 
something is being done about it, with definite plans being 
made for an intensive campaign to obtain serap metal and 
all types of junk. Under the capable leadership of Howard 
Mason, the local salvage committee will soon ask every Up- 
lander’s cooperation in gathering up every usable scrap 
metal item for the vital war industrial program. 

Even if you can’t pull a trigger, you can throw metal on 
the serap pile.
